Based on a series of tests with 
various cars, drivers and road con- 
ditions, the following average 
costs for a 100-mile trip at vary- 
ing speeds were determined: 

At 25 miles an hour, $20.16; at 
35 miles, $24.15; at 45 miles, 
$29.68; at 55 miles, $37.25; at 65 
miles, $48.67. 

The largest ,single item of in- 
creased cost is represented by de- 
preciation and maintenance, with 
the others being gasoline, oil, oil 
change, tires and tubes.
